SHANGHAI, Dec, 28, 

FOLLOWING THE FALL of Can- 
ton and Hankow, the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has lost 84 per cent. of 
maritime customs carnings through- 
out China, according to statistics re- 
leased by the Maritime Customs au- 
thorities in connection with China’s 
trade returns for November, this 
year. 


During November, the total pro- 
ceeds) from = maritime customs 
throughout China amounted to 23,- 
300,000 Yuan showing a decrease of 
3,000,000 Yuan from October. 

The custom carnings registered by 
the Shanghal Maritime Customs dur- 
ing. November totalled 9,900,000 
Yuan, which represents 44 per cent. 
of the whole income in China and 
which contrasts to 0,700,000 Yuan for 
October. 


The income gained by the stations 
still under the National Government 
during November wns 16 per cent. of 
China's total revenuc, showing a 
decrease of 16 per cent. from the pre- 
vious month. During October the 
customs Income through the Japan- 
ere-occunied arens occupied 68 per 
cent. of the total carnings in Ching. 
but in November they accounted for 
34 per cent. of thr total revenues in 
the country, : i

The commission criticises the 
behaviour of some of the special 
constables, and suggests that the

» The commission on the Frome riots, 
in which four persons were killed 
and 13 injured as a result of the 
police firing ut the demonstrators who 
were throwing stones, suggests that 
the police should use tear gas, rather 
than rifies, and considers a. Labour 
Department a pressing necessity.—

I¢ will be remembered that at a 
Previous hearing the charge was 
amended from the original one of 
dangerous driving, by Mr. R. Ed- 
wards, after the use for the prosecu- 
tion had. closed. 

Defendant, it was alleged, was 
driving along Queen's Road on the 
night of November 29 when two 
boyy ran out from under a verandah, 
In an attempt to avoid them, he 
swerved into a pillar, but knocked 
down a youth who wis standing, on 
the pavement. 

Evidence of defendant's speed was 
given at the previous hearing by a 
Chinese witness who desecibed him- 
elf os a marine hawker, and who 
sald that defendant's forry at the 
time of the accident was travelling 
“faster than a bus and slower than 
a motor car.” 

At. yesterday's hearing, Mr, Russ 
admitted that defendant had no case 
to unswer because there was no evi-+ 
.dence with regurd to the speed de- 
fendant was said to have been travel- 
Ung at. 

Mr Houston held that there had 
been no evidence of defendant's lorry 
having travelled at an’ excessive 
speed, but remarked that the case 
had’ been properly brought by the 
Trafic Department. Mr. Houston re- 
marked that there should always be 
an inquiry after a fatal aceldent.

At Shaukiwan 


The holding up of a motor lorry by six Chinese in Shaukiwan 
on November 5, had a sequel in the Criminal Sessions yesterday, 
when Yiu Kim-kwong, 29, clerk, and Ho Ching-ling, 32, theatro 
attendant, were charged before the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl 
MacGregor, with having robbed (together with others not in 
custody) Chan Wun and Yeung Tit of 20 bags of wolfram ore, 


three baskets of eggs and three 
accused was additionally charged 
knowing it to have been stolen. . 


comprised the Jury: 
Messrs, RR. EB. Farrell) (Foreman), 
Chung Kumechuen, Pun  Yun-hol, 
Anson Yoo, A. Hiutssain, J. M. O, dos 
Remedios and Lo Ho-kee. 

Mr, J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, 
sald the ense was remarkable for 
more than one reason, ‘The crime 
was committed in broad daylight, 
and took place in a populous district 
in Shaukiwan. There were six men, 
one of whom. was armed with a re- 
volver, and who pretended to be 
vested with all the authority which 
the police normally had. However, 
if the allegations of the Crown were 
true, two of these men had been 
brought to book and part of the pro- 
perty had been recovered. 

Ewvly on November 5 a juni ar- 
rived in Shaukiwan from San Mel 
with the goods, consigned: to the 
Cheuny Ching and Cheung Yik 
firms, of Wing Hing Street. 

The masters of these shops were 
notified, and they detailed Chan Wun 
and Yeuny Tit to go to Shaukiwan and 
collect the goods, Chun and Yeung 
engaged a motor lorry, and on ar- 
riving at Shaukiwan bernn to trans- 
fer the caro to the vehicle. After 
this was done, Chan returned to the 
body of the lorry while Yeuny sat 
Hext to the driver, ‘but just as they 
were about to drive away six men 
came rushing up. .They “said they 
tee woulee oMcers and were going 
Oo lake the partly to the Centre 
Police Station: of antral 


‘ Armed With Revolver 


Althouyrth the men were not tn 
uniform, both Chon and Yeung felt 
they had some authority, for the first 
accused was carrying :a revolver and 
the second had a police whistle at- 
tached to. a chain. The pseudo 
policemen boarded the lorry and on 
arriving at Talkco Dock, the first ac- 
cused gave Instructions to stop, and 
{hen turned to Yeung and demanded 
money, ‘fhe second prisoner, who 
was sitting In the body of the lorry, 
also got off and re-inforced the de- 
mand by saying “sul” (water), which 
was Chinese slang for money. 

Ly this time, Yeung was more than 
suspicious that these men were not 
whit they purported to be, and 
therefore although he had $00 on him 
he pretended he had no money. He 
went on to suggest that he be allow- 
ed to po to his shop to get it, and to 
rive an air of truth to his story he 
asked the delver to lend him ten 
cents for hls tram fare, This was 
done, und Yeung was allowed to go. 

Immediately afterwards, the rob- 
bers gave instructions to the driver 
to continue towards Wanchai. Mean- 
while, Yeung had boarded a trom- 
car and on looking back, saw the 
lorry following. After the lorry had 
passed, he got off and telephoned his 
master, He was told to report the 
matter at the Bay View Police 
Station, which he did. 

Continulng, Mr. Whyatt sald that 
when the lorry arrived opposite the: 
Luk Kwok Hotel, Gloucester Rond, 
the driver was again told to stop. 
The robbers then sald they would 
fake the goods to the Tsimshatsul 
Police Statlon, Instead of Central, 
and accordingly the ‘first accused 
engaged a motor-boat. Chan Wun, 
by this me, had become’ susplclous 
and he struggled to get awny from 
the lorry. The robbers attempted to 
pas him into the motor-bont, but 
he mangged to ascape and rush to- 
wards the No. 2 Police Station where 
he made a report, 

Although the driver suddenly saw 
Chon run away, he did not seem to 
reallse what it was nit about, and he 
obeyed the orders of the robbers to 
drive to Murray Pier. When they got 
there, the robbers left the lorry and 
transferred the merchandise to no 
sampan, The driver asked the first 
accused for his fare, and received the 
reply that he was from Central 
Pollte — Station. Nevertheless, the 
driver ‘persisted In his demand, ard 
eventually the first prisoner signed o 
chit for it, on hs 

Goods Traced 

Reports having been mode to tho 
Police, enquiries were at once start- 
ed, and the masters of the two shops 
went to tho Vehlculnr Ferry wharf in 
an endeavour to trace the driver of 
the lorry. They succeeded, and in 
consequence of what he told them, 
they Immedlulely engaged a‘ motor- 
boat and crossed the harbour, Even- 
tually they carpe across ‘n lorry driver 
named Ho Ching, who-would toll the 
Court that early that morning, whilst

he was standing near the Kowloon 
Godowns In Canton Road, he was 
asked to take three baskets of cxgs 
to 296 Shanghai Street. Ho went to 
this address, and found another forry 
outside the place ond eggs being 
loacted on to it. 


Enqulrles made later at the address 
disclosed that early that morning 
about flve or six men came to the 
floor with several small bags of ergs 
and feathers. As these caused an 
obstruction, they were told to take 
them away, and about fifteen minutes 
Inter n lorry and a taxi-cab arrived 
and removed the goods. 


All the wolfram ore dealers in 
Shamshiupo and = Mongkok were 
visited, and in the Wing Cheung shop 
in| Shamshlupo some foklis were 
found shifting bags of wolfram ore. 
In the cocldoft, the second accused 
was discovered, and the owner of 
the shop, Chiu Kwok, said he had 
just purchased the wolfram ore from 
him. Accused did not say anything 
to this, but when the detective sald 
he was making. enquiries about a 
robbery jn Shaukiwan, he admitted 
he did take part In a “squeeze.” 

Enquiries continued, and eventual- 
ly the driver of the lorry which re- 
moved the merchandise from the 
address in Shanghai Street, was 
located. In consequence of what he 
said, the first prisoner was arrested 
In Kowloon City on November 12, 
Ne sald a police reservist had asked 
him to follow him, but did not say 
he was going to rob, 


The case was adjourned to 10 a.m. 
to-day.

ALTHOUGH every effort was 

mude by interested parties 
to prevent the case from being 
brought to Court, the evidence

chow Wong was tried at ‘the 
September Criminal Sessions of 
t “confederating with 
pirates,” und was sentenced to 
fitteen years’ penal servitude at 
the prison settlement on the 
Island of Labuan near British 
North Bornco. 


Mr. Caldwell was naturally 
grief-stricken at the course of 
events, but he still managed to 
be able to exert his influence so 
that his protege did not have to 
submit to the indignity of hay- 
ing his handsome queue docked, 
rs wag then the custom with 
Chinese prisoners in the gaol. 


Finally, on November 18, 1858, 
Ma-chow Wong; in company with 
fifty-ning other convicted Chin- 
ese felons, was sent away from 
the Colony, and after being in 
Labuan for a couple of years, he 
once more came into the lime 
light as a result of acting as the 
ringleader of an attempted up- 
wising in which it was planned 
to reloase all the prisoners and 
murder the European wardens 
and Indian guards. 


However, one of the convicts 
got “cold feet,” and, appalled by 
the callous slaughter of so many 
people that the successful per- 
petration of the murder-plot 
would entall, went to the Prison 
Superintendent on the eve of the 
attempt, and confessed avery- 
thing. As a result, five years 
were added to Wong’s sentence,

THE years passed by, ahd 

gradually his spirit came to 
be broken. At length in 1869, 
Sir John Pope Hennessy. (who 
subsequently become Governor 
of Hongkong) .and . Mr. J. R. 
Howard, the Superintendent of 
Convicts at Labuan, prevailed 
upon the Home Government to 
award hima free pardon. Upon 
this being granted he returned 
to the. Colony, whence he had 
been sent away more than ten 
years before. Immediatély on 
his arrival here, he was arrested, 
but upon presenting ‘his dis- 
charge papers from. Labuan he 
was released, and was permitted 
to take up his resfdence hero 
again. However, he found 
things vastly changed. Piracy 
was no more. Tho administra- 
tlon of Sir Hercules Robinson 
ihad effectively cleared up tho 
augean-like corruption of the 
provioug decade, and his erst- 
smile protector and business 
associate, Mr. D. R. Caldwell was 
now living in retirement at his 
residence in reba Road. 

Wong thought of proceeding 
to Canton, and when he did so 
ho was welcomed ‘by.tho Imperial 
officials, who offered him a com- 
mission and a mandarin’s button

of the fifth rank, if he would 
cohsent ‘to serve the Chinese 
Government jin <a military 
capacity, 


Sadly, however, he refused 
this tempting offer, and return- 
ed once more to Hongkong... All 
he wanted now was to end his 
days in peace and tranquillity 
under the flag of the nation 
which had treated him so 
generously. He had now be- 


come & Mancmriragen & reformed 
fan, and thought only of atoning 
for his past misdeeds. The 
Chinese Government _ never: en- 
tirely forgot him, and during the 
war with France in 1884, it again 
offered hima military com- 
mission if he would serve the 
cause. 


Once more, Wong refused, 
stating that he was too old to 
think of honours. Although 
poverty was now his lot, he was 
far happler than ho had ever 
beon. Besides, it would not be 
long before he would be called 
to join the souls of his departed 
gnccators.

bound the modern Colony to the 
turbulent, tumultttous -days of 
that: older Hongkong which now 
exists only’ as an’ unplensant 
memory.

HE DEY OF ALGIERS hit 
the French Consul! on the 
hehd with his fly-swatter. 

‘They had been arguing (it 
wag 1832) over a little matter 
connected with a bill for grain, 
and the conversation had be- 
come heated, : 

There was a diplomatic in- 
cident, a blockade of Algiers, 
and a shot was fired. A French 
Expeditionary Force landed, and 
the conquest of this part of the 
African const began. 

That fly-swatter ought to 

rank. with the Serajevo bullet. 
It started one of the most 
drama-packed ‘incidents of the 
history of the world—the carve- 
up of the continent: of Africa 
among European nations, 
_ It has_a very special interest 
to-day, because France and Italy 
are now wrangling over 
Djibouti. 

The last independent African 
kingdom disappeared when Italy 
annexed Abyssinia, Now there’s 
nothing left to wrangle over but 
the other man’s possessions. 

Why is Italy so anxious to 
obtain possession of this small, 
arid French Colony, which 
breeds nothing but goats, grows 
nothing but a small quantity of 
gum? 

Tt is waterless save along the 
southern frontier, where lies’ 
British Somaliland. It. is a 
chaotic mass of volcanic: rocks, 
destitute of vegetation and pre- 
senting in’ places a acenc of 
weird desolation.

Italy cannot possibly pant | 


French Somaliland—-and threa- 
ten even to go to war to get it 
—for its resources or for 
colonisation purposes. 

No, that is not the reason. 
It has a harbour, Djibouti. It 
has a railway terminal (the 
offer end of which is at Addis 
Ababa, capital of Italy’s newest 
Colony)—also Djibouti. Most 
important of all, it has a city 
which, if ‘fortified, will become 
to’ the Suez Canal and Red Sca 
what Gibraltar has become 
to the Meditcrrancan—also 
Djibouti,

a coastline’ of 1,200 miles, has 
no harbour, no railway, no port 
which can be turned into a fort.

The heat is a torment, the very 


breeze scorches, like the hot air 
barbers blow on to your hgir to. 
dry off ashampoo. You seem to 
breathe in dust, hopclessness, 80 
that the back of the mouth is 
everlastingly dry. The sun 
beats down with a relentless, 
dazzling monotony, and you have 
not even the satisfaction of 
knowing that nightfall will bring 
relief. 


For night, too, is hot, sullenly, 
heavily hot, and the stars seem 
beady, like oyes in a fat, perspir- 
ing face. Flies settle languidly 
on features too‘languid to twitch 
them away and ‘fans just stir up 
the sultriness.’ Trying to think 
is like trying to drive a car 
through fog. 


I have known such heat in 
Upper Egypt when the tempera- 
ture was 116 deg. in the shade, 
and when, waking up at day- 
break on the roof of a house 
where I slept, I looked over the 
desert, seeing the grey dawn like - 
a threat and the sun come up,

It scoms quite strange, land- 
ing, to find men, black and thick.

The Red Sea ports—Port Su- 
dan, Massawa, Assab, Djibouti, 
Berbera, Aden—all look very 
much alike passing by them—a

edge of desolation. — 


The European officials who 
come on board have a white, 
tired look. Their faces bear the 
marks of much boredom endur- 
ed. It is not difficult to imagine 
what their lives are like, for life 
for a European in the East docs 
not vary much as between one 
small station and another. 


Nor does it vary much as be- 
tween one European and another. 
Your Frenchman or Italian may 
look rather. more soiled and 
creased than your Englishman, 
be more inclined to sit in pyja- 
mas in the evenings, have a more 
indolent, frankly _ perspiring, 
frankly homesick, ‘forlorn air. 
But for all there is at the same 
round of sunset drinks, the same 
monotonous hospitality, a sense 
of being transplanted in an un- 
congenial, unfruitful Boil.

Even the recent: Abyssinian 
War. would _ not revive these 
‘sleepy, unappetising regions. An 
Englishman who went to Massa- 
wa during the conflict described 
to me how the place still seemed 
dead, despite the ships packed 
in the harbour amd the wharf 
loaded with a jumbled variety of 
goods, from foodstuffs to road 
material. 


He wandered about, and found 
a little sultry bar; and five 
Europeans in the bar. They 
had not had a. proper meal for 
five days. He took them on 
board his ship .and fed them. 
They ‘were enormously grateful. 


Looking at the Red Sea and 
its little sleepy ports, which

NOTHING ts more dreaded by 
peaceful mariners than the 
cry of “Pirates ahoy!” The 
utterance of these words chills 
the heart, and the mind recalls 
with dread half-forgotten 
episodes in the history of the 
arnt memories of buccaneering 
raids, of surprises in the dark, 
the pillaging of ships, the 
slaughter of captains and crews, 
and stories of passengers being 
kidnapped and held for ransom. 

Nowadays, of course, this cry 
is seldom heard; for piracy is 
practically an occurrence of the 
past. Yet some seventy or 
eighty years ago, ‘when’ the 
waters around this Colony, were 
the rendezvous for as blood- 
thirsty o lot of flerce sea-rovers 
as could be found anywhere, it 
must have been heard with 
cespairing frequency. That was 
an era of piratical coups, carried 

jout by well-organised gangs, 
under the leadership of able and 
ruthless men.

LONE of these old-time pirate 
chiefs was Ma-chow Wong, 
a man whom Europeans of that 
day nicknamed “the — gprass- 
cutter” in allusion to the. fact 
that he had once naively ex- 
plained his presence in some 
forbidden cove by saying that he 
had gone there “to gather fuel.” 

Ma-chow Wong, whose real 
name was Wong A-kei, was sald 
to have been born in the San-on 
district of Kwangtung about the 
yeor 1822. Practically nothing 
is known of his early life, but 
it is thought that his residence 
in Hongkong began about the 
time this Colony hecame a Bri- 
tish. possession. 

We do know, however, that 
by the year 1845 when ho was 
23 years of age, he had already 
become acquainted with Mr. D. 
R. Caldwell, then Chinese Inter- 
preter, who was to serve a3 his 
patron and confidential advis' 
for many years. . 


res 


YOUNG Wong was in every 

way a man of parts, and by 
the time that he was twenty- 
seven was well established as a 
Hongkong merchant. It is like- 
wise possible that he had already 
embarked ‘upon his piratical 
career, but in those days he was 
but a small-fry corsair, and it 
was not until the next decade 
that he managed to blossom 
forth as the most feared buc- 
cancer along the South China 
const. Hoe-was fortunate, too, 
in his dealings with the law, and 
although he was arrested in 1847 
on a suspicion of fraud in con- 
nection with somo morchandise 
purchased by his shop, ho was 
speedily released. It is to bo 
suspected, as some have hinted, 
that hia friend, Mr. Caldwell had 
a great deat to do with his dis- 
charge from official custody; for 
it is certain that by this time, 
they had become “blood bro- 
thors” by adoption, and Wong 
had further sealed their intimacy 


|by presenting his sister in 


fuarriage to him. ; 
Needless to say that by the 
advent of the "fifties, Wong was 
securely ensconced in his position 
ag a local buccaneer.. His fleet 
of swift, piratical lorchas; man- 
ned by trusty crews ensured for 
him a steady stream of loot, so 
that his warehouse on the Praya 
was always fu'l. Not even Jean 
Lafitte, the most successful 
pirate of the Louisiana _ coast,. 
was more fortunate than he; for 
his shop in Quecn’s Road pro- 
viued the most effective cloak 
for the concealment of his real 
activities. What is more, tho 


infinite variety, and the remark- 


low prices of his goods, 
proved unusually attractive, and 
tinder such circumstances tho 
‘usiness of Wong and Co. 
Hourished.

IN the meantime, he had become 
known throughout the Co- 
lony not only aso prosperous 
merchant. and _ship-owner, but 
also ag a suspected Imperial spy ~ 
on behalf of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. That he was especially 
loyal to the Manchu cause ia 
shown by the preferential trent- 
ment accorded to him in later 
years, but that ts another 
episode in his life. 


Singularly enough, the pheno- 
menal prosperity of Ma-chow 
Wong lasted for only seven 
years, and then the wheel of 
fortune suddenly ceased to turn 


uny longer in his favour. 


Ignominy, too, was to be his 
lot, and it all* came about 
through the accidental arrest of 
a young American, who was 
later proven to be none other 
than Eli Boggs, the pirate. 
This man was in due course 
convicted of his crimes, and 
while awaiting deportation to. 
America, in the course of a 
conversation with his gaolers, 
he related a strange tale of how 
he had seen the ostensibly res- 
pectable’ Chinese merchant Ma- 
chow Wong on previous piratical 
forays, and how he (Wong) had 
directed the operations which 
led to tho capture of a certain 
vessel'and the selzure of her 
cargo of sugar, and the murder 
of many of her crew. Such’ 
statements as these were at first 
regarded'as highly improbable, 
but on being further investiga- 
ted, the truth was clicited; and 
Ma-chow Wong was brought 
under arrest.

Practical Psychology 


HIS inereasing use of in 


dustrial psychology in both 


education and industry is indicated in the annual re- 
‘port of the National Institute of Industrial Psychology. 
uring the last three years the institute has made 
investigations for the West Sussex Education Committee 


to determine the proportion 


of children in the area who 


are subnormal in intelligence or educationally retarded. 


This work is almost com- 
pleted, but certain . of the 
teachers, who have been special- 
ly trained by the institute in the 
individual application of the 
Binct-Simon tests of  intelli- 
gence, are continuing to 
examine children who. made 
particularly low scores in the group 
dntelligenca ‘tests in order to dis- 
cover which of them appear incap- 
able of benefiting from the usual 
elementary school curriculum. 


A study undertaken by the Insti- 
tute, in cooperation with a number 
of Scottish textile firms, had the 
purpose of securing the selection of 
sullable recruits to the industry. 
For the frst tlme the institute un- 
dertook an investigatlon for a whole 
industry, After a thorough survey 
of textile processes In both spinning 
and weaving mills a Jist of the ap- 
titudes required for the varlous 
types of work was made. Tests to 
mensure those aptitudes were de- 
vised, and are now helng tried, 

A ntudy of labour turnover in 
undertakings in London and Leeds 
was the subject of ‘no special report.

Black Man’s Continent 


MPHE DEY OF ALGIERS hit 
the French Consul on the 
head with his fly-swatter. 
- They had been arguing (it 
Wag 1832) over a little matter 
connected with ‘a bill for grain, 
and the conversation had. be- 
come heated. 

There was a diplomatic in- 
cident, a blockade of Algiers, 
and a shot was fired. A French 
Expeditionary Force landed, and 
the conquest of this’ part of the 
African coast began. 

That fly-swatter ought to 
rank with the Serajevo bullet. 
It started one of the most 
drama-packed incidents of the 
history of the world—-the carve- 
up of the continent of Africa 
among European nations, 

It has a very spccial interest 
to-day, because France and Italy 
are now wrangling over 
Djibouti. ~ 

The last independent African 
kingdom disappeared when Italy 
annexed Abyssinia, Now there's 
nothing left to wrangle over but 
the other man's possessions. 

Why is Italy so anxious to 
obtain possession of this small, 
arid French Colony, which 
breeds nothing but goats, grows 
nothing but a small quantity of 
gum? . 

It is waterless save along the 
southern frontier, where lies 
British Somaliland. It is a 
chaotic mass of volcanic rocks, 
destitute of vegetation and pre- 
senling in places a scene of 
weird desolation. 

Italy cannot possibly want 
French Somaliland—and threa- 


‘ten even to go to war to get it 


—for its resources or for 
colonisation purposes. 

No, that is not the reason, 
It has a harbour, Djibouti. It 
has a railway terminal (the 
ofher cnd of which is at Addis 
Abnba, capital of Italy’s newest 
Colony)—also Djibouti. Most 
important of nll, it hns a city 
which, if fortified, will become 
to the Suez Canal and Red Sea 
what Gibraltar has become 
to the  Mediterrancan—also 
Djibouti. 

Italian Somaliland, which has 
a constline of 1,200: miles, has 
no harbour, no railway, no port 
which can he turned into a forti- 
fied naval base. Eritrea has a 
port—Massawa—but between it 
and the hinterland lies a chain 
of almost unsurmountable moun- 
tains, 

France holds, in’ Djibouti, 
the key that can close the door 
ie Abyssinia. Italy wants that 
key.

HERW are few less 
hospituble places in 
the world than the 

Red Sea and its coasts, even 

‘in the winter, let alone in 

midsummer. Through this 

jinhospitable sea Italian and 

French troops:would pour 
into Djibouti, seaport of 
French Somaliland, and 
Massawa, seaport of 
Eritrea, if it comes to a 
show-down between the two 
countries. 

The heat is a torment, the very 
breeze scorches, tike the hot air 
barbers blow on to your hair to 
dry offa shampoo. You seem to 
breathe in dust, hopelessness, so 
that the back of the mouth is 
everlastingly dry. The sun 
beats down with a relentless, 
dazzling monotony, and you have 
not even ithe satisfaction of 
knowing that nightfall will bring 
relief.

The Red Sea ports—Port Su- 
dan, Massawa, Assab, Djibouti, 
Berbera, Aden—all look very 
much alike passing by them—a 
sea-front, 2 row of palm trees, 
white houses, little encampments 
of what is called civilisation 
existing - precariously on the 
edge of desolation. : 


The European officials who 
come on board have a white, 
tired look. Their faces bear the 
mirks-of much boredom endur- 
ed. It is not diMicult to imagine 
what their lives are like, for life 
for a Europenn in the East docs 
not vary much as between one 
small station and another. 


Nor does it vary much as be- 
tween one European and another, 
Your Frenchman or Italian may 
look rather more soiled an 
creased than your Englishman, 
be more inclined to sit in pyja- 
mas in the evenings, have a more 
indolent, frankly perspiring, 
frankly homesick, forlorn air. 
But for all there is at the same 
round of sunset drinks, the same 
monotonous hospitality, a sense 
of being transplanted in an un- 
congenial, unfruitful soil.

Even the recent Abyssinian 
Wer would not revive these 
sleepy, unappetising regions. An 
Englishman who went to Massa- 
wa during the conflict described 
to me how the place. still seemed 
dead, despite the ships packed 
in the harbour and the wharf

goods, from foodstuffs to road 
material. 


He wandered about, and found 
a little sultry bar, and five 
Europeang in the bar. They 
had not had a proper meal for 
five days.

Looking at the Red Sea and 
its little sleepy ports, which 
might be uninhabited for all the 
activity they show during most 
of the day, thinking of that 
parched, deserted carth, the 
traveller marvels that here 
should: be the first stage in a 
conflict that has already shaken 
the whole European system.

Kipling has a story about 
three men who, as an experi- 
ment, set out to make an obscure 
village famous by putting it 
about that the village had un- 
animously voted the werld to be 
flat.

T. Paul Gregory Tells of. _% 7 
Hongkong’s Most 


Famous Pirate 


NOTHING is more dreaded by | 


peaceful mariners than the 
cry of “Pirates ahoy! The 
utterance of these words chills 
.the heart, and the mind recalls 
| with dread half-forgotten 
| episodes in the history of the 
sca: memories of buccancering 
raids, of surprises in tho dark, 
the pillaging of ships, the 
‘slaughter of captains and crows, 
and storics of passengers being 
kidnapped and held for ransom. 
Nowadays, of course, this cry 
is seldom heard; for piracy is 
practically an occurrence of the 
past. Yet soma seventy or 
eighty years ago, when tha 
waters around this Colony, were 
the rendezvous for as blood- 
thirsty a lot of fierce sea-rovers 
as could be found anywhere, it 
must have been heard with 
‘despairing frequency. That was 
an era of piratical coups, carried 
out by well-organised gangs, 
under the leadership of ‘able and” 
i ruthless men.

| QNE of these old-time pirate 
oe chiefs was Ma-chow Wong, 
[a man whom Europeans of that 
day . nicknamed “the  grass- 
cutter” in allusion to the fact) 
that he had once naively ex- 
plained his presence _in some 
forbidden cove by saying that he 
had gone there “to gather fuel.” 

Ma-chow Wong, whose real 
name was Wong A-kei, was said 
| to have been born in the San-on 


district of Kwangtung about the 
year 1822, Practically nothing 
is known of his carly life, but 
it is thought that his residence 
in Hongkong began about the 
time this Colony hecame a Bri- 
tish possession. , 

We do know, however, that 
I by the year 1845 when he wag 
'23 years of age, he had already 
become acquainted with Mr, D. 
R. Caldwell, then Chinese Inter- 
preter, who was to serve as hig 
patron and confidential adviser 
for many years,

OUNG Wong was in every 

way a man of parts, and by- 
the time that he was_ twenty- 
seven was well established as a 
Hongkong merchant. It is like- 
wise possible thut he had alrendy ! 
embarked upon his piratical | 
career, but In those days he was 
but a small-fry corsair, and it 
was hot until the next decade 
that he managed to blossom} 
forth as the most feared buc- | 
cancer along tho South China 
coust. He was fortunate, too, ' 
in his dealings with the law, and 
although he was arrested in 1847 | 
ton a suspicion of fraud In con- | 
nection with some merchandise 
purchased by his shop, he was 
speedily released. It is to ha 
suspected, as some have hinted, 
that his friend, Mr, Caldwell had 
a great deal to do with his dis- 
charge from officinl custody; for 
it is certain that by this time, 
they had become “blood bro- 
thers” by adoption, and Wong 
had further sealed their intimacy 


by presenting his sister in 
fuarriage to him. ; 
Needless to say that by the 
advent of the ’fifties, Wong was 
securcly ensconced in hia position 
tig a local buccancer. His fleet 
of swift, piratical Jorchas, man- 
ned by trusty crews ensured for 
him a steady stream of loot, 50 
that his warehouse on the Praya 
was always fu:l. Not even Jean 
Lafitte, the most successful 
pirate of the Louisiana coast, 
was more fortunate than he; for 
his shop in Queen's Road pro- 
viued the most effective clonk 
for the concealment of his reat 
activities. What is. more, the 
infinite varicty, and the remark- 
ably low prices of his goods, 
proved unusually attractive, an 
under such circumstances tho 
business of Wong und Co. 
Hourished. é

VW the meantime, he had become 
known throughout the Co- 
lony not only as a prosperous 
merchant. and .ship-owner, but. 
also as o suspected Imperial spy 
on behalf of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, That he. was especially 
loyal to the Manchu cause is 
shown by the preferential trent- 
ment accorded to him in later 
years, but that is another 
episode in his life. 


Singularly enough, the pheno- 
menal prosperity of Ma-chow 
Wong lasted for only seven. 
years, and then the wheel of 
fortune suddenly ceased to turn 
uny longer in -his favour. 


Ignominy, too, was to be his 
lot, and it all came about 
through the accidental arrest of 
young American, who was 
later proven to be none other 
than Eli Boggs, the pirate. 
This man was in due course 
convicted of his crimes, and 
while awaiting deportation to 
America, in the course of a 
conversation with his gaolers, 
he related a strange tale of how 
he had -scen the ostensibly rea- 
pectable Chinese merchant Ma- 
chow Wong on previous piratical 
forays, and how he (Wong) had 
direeted the operations which 
Ied to the enpture of o certain 
vessel and the seizure of jher 
cargo of sugar, and the murder 
of many of her crew. Such 
statements as these were at first 
regarded as highly improbable, 
but on being further investiga- 
ted, the truth was elicited; and . 
Ma-chow Wong was brought 
under arrest. In connection 
with the ease, Mr. Charles May, 
the Superintendent of Police, 
and Mr, A. L, Inglis; the Gover- 
nor of Victorian Gaol issued the 
following amazing summary of 
the afnir:

need more care in winter than 
in summer, as the atmosphere indoors 


Gold brald embrofdery studded with 


the, topaze-coloured stones 


js often hot and dry. Artificial heat 
of any description tends to ereate a 
dry atmosphere, which is detrimental 
to prowing plants. The dryness can 
be overcome by spraying. occasionally 
overhead, and an ordinary clean 
seent spray filled with tepid water 
will answer the purpose. 


The question often arises nbout 
the watering of room plants. Cold 
water from the tap should never be 
given, as this checks their growth. 


Walt untll the soil in the pot is dry, 


then give it a good soaking in tepid 
water. 


A plant's particular position in a 
room has n direct bearing on its 
health. If Its follage is jammed 
against the window-pane, it will be 
subject to draughts. Its growth in 
that directlon will be Impaired and 
its folinge spoilt. 


The. leaves of palms ond ony 
planta with Inrge foliage should be 
rponred once a week. Those with 
softer follage, such aos ferns, necd.an 
occasional complete immersion in 
tepid water, A plant breathes 
through Its leaves, and this bath dis- 
lodges the dust that collects.

The last independent African 
kingdom disappeared when Italy 
annexed Abyssinia, Now there's 
nothing left to wrangle over but 
the other man’s possessions, 

Why is Italy so anxious to 
obtain possession of this small, 
arid French Colony, which 
breeds nothing but goats, grows 
nothing but a small quantity of 
gum? 

It is waterless save along the 
gouthern frontier, where lies 
British Somaliland. It is a 
chaotic mass of voleanic rocks, 
destitute of vegetation and pre- 
senting in places a scene of 
weird desolation. 

Italy cannot possibly want 
French Somaliland—and_ thren- 
ten even to go to war to get-it 
—for its resources or for 
colonisation purposas, 

No, that ig not the reason. 
It has a harbour, Djibouti. It 
has a railway terminal (the 
ofher end of which is at Addis 


.Ababa, capital of Italy’s newest 


Colony)—ualso Djibouti, Most 
important of all, it has a city 
which, if fortified, will become

The European officials who 
come on board have a white, 
tired look. Their faces bear the

Nor does it vary much as be- 
{ween one European and another. 
Your Frenchman or Italian may 
look rather more soiled and 
creased than your Englishman, 
be more inclined to sit in pyja- 
mas in the evenings, have a more 
indolent, frankly  perspiring, 
frankly homesick, forlorn — air. 
But for all there is at the same 
round of sunset drinks, the same 
monotonous hospitality, a sense 
of being transplanted in an un- 
congenial, unfruitful soil.

Even the recent Abyssinian 
War would not revive these 
sleepy, unappetising regions. An 
Englishman who went to Massa-

goods, from foodstuffs to road 
material. 


He wandered about, and found 
a little sultry bar, and five 
Europeans in the bar, They 
had not had a proper meal for 
five days.

NOTHING is more dreaded by 
peaceful mariners than the 
tery of “Pirates ahoy!" The 
utterance of these words chills 
the heart, and the mind recalls 
with dread half-forgotten 
episodes in the history of the 
sea: memories of buccaneering 
yaids, of surprises in tha dark, 
the pillaging of ships, the 
slaughter of captains and crews, 
and stories of passengers being 
kidnapped and held for ransom. 
Nowadays, of course, this cry 
is seldom heard; for piracy is 
| practically an occurrence of the 
past. Yet some seventy or 
| eighty years ago, when tha 
waters around this Colony, were 
‘the rendezvous for as blood- 
thirsty a lot of fierce-sca-rovers 
as could be found anywhere, it 
must have been heard with 
despairing frequency. That was 
an era of piratical coups, carried 
pout by well-organised gangs, 
‘under the leadership of able and 
ruthless men.

E of these old-time pirate 
chiefs was Ma-chow Wong, 
a man whom Europeans of that 
day nicknamed “the — grags- 
cutter” in allusion to the fact 
that he had once. naively ex- 
plained his presence’ in some 
forbidden cove by saying that he 
had gone there “to gather fuel.” 

Ma-chow Wong, whose real 
name was Wong A-kci, was said 
i have been born in the Sin-on 


district of Kwangtung about the 
yenr 1822. Practically nothing 
is known of his early life, but 
it is thought that his residence 
in Hongkong began about the 
time this Colony hecame a Bri- 
tish possession.

residence in Hollywood Road. 

Wong thourht of proceeding 
to Canton, and when he did so 
he was welcomed by the Imperial 
officials, who offered him a com- 
mission and a mandarin’s button 
of the fifth rank, if he would 
consent. to serve the Chinese 
Government in a military 
capacity. 

Sadly, however, he refused 
this tempting offer, and return- 
ed once more to Hongkong. All 
he wanted now was to end his 
days in peace and tranquillity 
under the flag of the nation 
which had treated him so 
&enerously, He had now be- 
come a thoroughly reformed 
man, and thought only of atoning 
for his past misdeeds. The 
Chinese Government never en- 
tirely forgot him, and during the 
war with France in 1884, it again 
offered him a military com- 
mission if he would serve the 
cause.

Although 
poverty was now his lot, he was 
far happier than he had ever 
been. Besides, it would not be 
long before he would be called 
to join the souls of his departed 
ancestors. 

The old ex-plrate survived
